| THE ROMANTIC TALE TOLD IN THE ADVEN-| 


TURER’S MEMOIRS. 


With the Fair and Brave Anita—Her Ad- 


combined to make Anita Garibaldi a true 
heroine. The world is just learning this 
woman’s worth, and itiis learning it, 
quite fittingly, from her famous lover and 
husband. Garibaldi died in 1682, but his me- 
moirs, in compliance with his will, were pro- 


w | sented to the world for the first time only a 


few weeks ago, or just six years after his 
death. The most, interesting and pathetic 
part of the memoirs is that devoted to Anita. 
Garibaldi mourns her death in the most 
touching manner. He calls her the com- 
anton of his life in good and evil days, the 
woman whose courage he often admired and 
envied.’’ His first meeting with Anita was 
romantic. It was in 1835, shortly after Gari- 
baldi had gone through a shipwreck in which 
he had lost sixteen of his best and most de- 
voted friends. He stood on board the vessel 
Itaparika, of whieh he was the com- 
mander, and was surveying the neigh- 
borhood with the aid of sa . telescope. 
Suddenly a picturesque Brazilian vil- 
lage, called Barre, came in sight, and a young 
woman on the seacoast attracted his attention. 
She was beautiful like a vision and Garibaldi 
was seized by an irresistible besire to be near 
herandto tell her how much he loved her. 
Immediately a boat was lowered at his com- 
mand, and in half an hour theshore was 


reached. The Italian corsair, then a strong 
and handsome young man, was met by «a 
farmer, who, r*a brief conversation, in- 
vited him to a cup of coffee. When he entered 
the house his eyes fell on the charming creat-

by the same flash of passion. 

Me looked upon sach other in silent ad- 
miration,’’ writes Garibaidi, ‘‘like two per- 
sons who met not for the first time, and who 
in each other’s features sought to find —

hidden treasure, and one of an immeasurabie 
value. Two hearts were joined in the one 
mighty feeling of love!’’ 

Anita was not a married woman when Gar- 
ibaidi met her, put her father was op to 
the marriage, and she joined her lover in 
spite of her parents’ wish. 

From that day on the Brazilian amazone 
lived and fought atthe side of her husband. 
„Battles to her were an amusement, says 
Geribaldi, 'the hardships of camp-life a 
plaything.“ Once during Garibaldi’s ab- 
sence his feet was attacked by the enemy. 
Anita at once assumed command of her 
husband’s forces and fred the 

shot against the enemy. She became 
the hope of the wounded, she inspired 
with courage the faltering, perform the 
duties of an Adjutant under the enemy’s fire, 
and fought in the ranks of her husband's 
armies like a common soldier. Once she was 
informed that her husband had been killed in 
the fray and ehe searched the whole battlefield 
for his body under the eyes of the Brazilians. 
Having been taken prisoner, she escaped on 
horseback and crossed swollen streams, cling - 
ing to the horse’s mane. In a peasant’s but 
she gave birth to her first son, Menetti, 
whose foreh still re- 
minds oof the heavy fall of his 
mother from the horse. While Garibaldi 


e new-born child the place was attacked by 
a detachment of Brazilian soldiers, 44 — 
ceeded to burn and destroy everythin ore 
them. Anita mounted a horse, and, ldin 
her child to her breast, she sough 
refuge in the neighbor woods, followed 
and 2 by a tew of her husband’s sall- 
ors. It was storming and raining, but she 
kept 2 — 271 her companions until 
Garibaldi arrived rescued them all. 

She remained at her husband's side all the 
time dur the terrible retreat of his army 
across the thick primeval forests of the Antas. 
She followed him through deserts and through 
regions inhabited by wild: tribes, over steep 
rocks, across impefuocus mountais streams, 
tormented by hunger and tantalized by an in- 
cessant rain and coid. It was 1 7 such an 
oceasion that Garibaldi carried his 3-months- 
old boy, Menetti,in s shawl, which he had 
tied around his neck, trying to keep the chiid 
warm with his breath. 

With equal enthusiasm Anita shared all the 


other changes in her husband’s varied career. 


She remained his faithful and loving wife 
when he was a General tn the Montevidean 
army, and when he afterwards became a cat- 
tle merchant, a private teacher, broker, soap 
manufacturer, and finall ain the om 
mander of the famous Ital gion tn South 
erica. It was Anita who planted in Gari- 
baldi’s heart the conviction that the woman is 
ofa higher nature than man, that she is 
braver and more chivalrous, but that her nat- 
ural abilities are being destroyed generally by 
her slavish education.
